Paris, Dec. 28.— Thursday it wm the 
Bonapartista who were at the front 
ready to take advantage of the critical 
condition of the government The Roy- 
alist activity aroused the jealousy of 
the Bonapartists and at a secret con- 
clave they drafted a manifesto to the 
people of France, urging them to recall 
the house of Bonaparte to the throne. 
The manifesto is being withheld to 
await the approval of Prince Victor, 
present head of the ex-imperial fam- 
ily, who is in Brussels. Uonapartist 
agents have gone thither to endeavor 
to induce the prince to sign the manl 
festo. 

The weakness of the opposition to the 
government, however, is becoming 
more and more apparent anfl the im- 
perialists and royalists are now flghtr 
ing among themselves, although here- 
tofore united in opposition to republican 



agents of the government are still 
watching the royalists. 

The refusal of the pope to become a 
tool of the monarchists Is highly grati- 
fying to the government 

M. Floquet president of the cham- 
bers, appeared before the investigating 
committee Thursday. Ileodeclared em- 
phatically that he never received ajfrane 
from the Panama Co. for any object 
whatever. 

M. Ouyot, formerly minister of public 
works, refused to appear before the com- 
mittee Thursday to answer inquries re- 
garding his allegation that he had a 
toll list of those compromised in the 
scandal.

Aa a result of litigation brought on by 
Freiberg A Workum, Cincinnati distillers.

On the day 
before that date Mr. Bobm. of the whisky 
firm of Bohm & Co., Denver.

They were heavily in 
debt to Freiberg & Workum. who at 
once attached 1,915 barrels or whisky be 
longing to the Denver firm, but in the 
hands of Moore & Selliger of Louisville.

The Heart of Little Jimmy Mc- 
Caughry Ceased to Beat 



New Yobk. Dec, 23. -The medlca 
profession Is much stirred, so far as ii 
Is yet familiar with the facts In th« 
case, by the details of a remarkable 
surgical operation performed by Dr. 
Albert Shunk, of this city. 

The fact accomplished is no less than 
the bringing back to life of a person 
practically dead, aa the term is usually 
understood. Among the many wonder 
ful cases recorded in recent yean, 
probably not one has been marked by 
featuree aa unique as that of whick 
Jimmy McCaughry, aged 12, is to-day 
the living example. 

The physician was called to the cast 
late In the night, and found the patient 
had very marked symptoms of "appen- 
dlcitia," or, aa it is vulgarly called, in- 
flammation of the blind gut Though 
the seat of trouble was not apparent, 
the diagnosis mode plain the fact that 
the sufferer was doomed, as far as 
could be determined by precedents in 
similar cases. On the advice of the 
physician the members were advised of 
the gravity of the case, and when next 
morning a very sizeable lump was ob- 
servable over the seat of the inflamma 
tlon, the diagnosis was fully justified, 
and the trouble was exactly stated to 
be an access around tho vermiform ap- 
pendix. 

An operation was at once recom- 
mended but was delayed until the ar- 
rival of relatives who had been t 
moned In anticipation of the near ap- 
proach of death. The next afternoon 
the surgeon was Anally called and di- 
rected to proceed. When he arrived it 
was discovered that the abcesa had 
broken, thus covering the Inteatli 
with the liberated matter. In this 
crisis it was clear to the scientific mi 
that the boy waa dying. The doc 
told the family that dissolution wo 
take place within an hour, and tl 
though It was possible that an ope 
tlon might result successfully, I 
chancee were many times against it 

Permission to proceed was given, it 
being understood that in any evci 
failure to secure relief the end w 
not be hastened more than fifteen i 
utes. The patient was quickly pi 
on a table, and while under the ii 
ence of a slight anesthetic an opening 
about eight Inches long was made In 
the walla of the abdomen. From the 
incision there was at once a plenteous 
flow of pus. Mo sooner had this taken 
place than the pulse ceased to beat, tho 
heart stopped, the jaw dropped and 
every evidence of the most complete col- 
betokened the presence of death
